But in a nearby scene with 
little sky use f. 11, U.S. 8, or the 
largest stop. When you take a por- 
trait of one of your pals in the 
open shade use f. 8, U.S. .4, or 
the smallest stop. The above fig- 
ures are for days when the sun 
is shining. When no sun is avail- 
able double your exposure. I have 
several times mentioned the use 
of filters, but let me advocate 
their continual use when clouds 
are desired — they more than 
double the pictorial beauty. 

I , hope I have made possible 
j greater enjoyment of photo- 
graphic pleasures and a better 
recording- of St. Joe. If you still 
desire more help I will be glad to 
aid anyone.
